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INCE the most remote period of the 
world's history, Coins, or various Pieces 
of Metal, whether in silver or other ma- 
terial, and of many shapes and sizes, have 
been the means of interchange between 
persons and commonities. We find in the 
books of Holy Scripture instances of Abra- 
ham, Joseph, and Jacob exchanging and buying for land or com 
with shekels and pieces of silver ; some have supposed these were 
even stamped with a rude design of a lamb or other animal. One 
of the earliest instances of a device struck on a coin occurs when 
Theseus, who reigned in Attica, caused the silver money of his coun- 
try to have an ox stamped on it. The custom afterwards became 
general, especially among the Greeks and Romans, the fineness of 
some of whose designs and the exquisite beauty of whose coins will 
bear comparison with, and even excel, any of the productions of 
our most modem artists. 

It is not necessary to refer, except incidentally, to the various 
punishments and penalties which have been practised and inflicted

by all nations^ barbarous and civilized, and the manner of carrying 
them into effect, upon the forgers and clippers of the authorized 
currency. The history of these pains 'and penalties, with the cus- 
toms of branding the individuals or setting them in the piUory 
and in the stocks, inflicting the loss of the right hand, and many 
other punishments, exercised by lawful authority in England alone, 
would fill a thick and interesting volume. 

The trial of the Fix, and the assay of the precious metals of 
which the coins are made, with the regulation of bullion and of 
specie to circulate and to pass, with regal proclamations for the use 
of all persons, would, for this kingdom alone, prove a collection of 
vast interest to numerous persons unacquainted with the history of 
the Mint in London and of our Colonial dependencies. 

-Through gleaning as it were in each accessible field, and by 
searching every available history, I have endeavoured to bring 
together a succinct account of such coins and tokens as by their 
authorized payments, or by their places of mintage, are connected 
with the County of Suffolk. 

Under each of the series hereafter described, I have given a short 
account of their origin; but many other specimens may probably 
be hereafter added thereto, as new discoveries and additions are 
frequently recurring ; to the local coinage, however, these rules still 
more forcibly apply when the writer is inquiring into a series of half- 
pennies or farthings, which most likely had only their circulation 
within a mile or a few miles of the places of issue, some of which are 
now very unimportant villages. Many of this series are very fre- 
quently to be met with, and some are excessively common ; yet the 
limited number struck of others has caused a few to become of 
great rarity. Great care has been taken to include all known 
in these lists ; but, from the fact of some places of the same name

occurring in several counties in England^ a few may be included 
which properly belong elsewhere rather than to Suffolk ; this could, 
however, only be solved by a careful research in each parochial 
register. 

To numerous and valued friends and correspondents I must here 
testify my best thanks ; among others, to Mr. William Boyne, F.S.A., 
for his help on the early series; to Mr. J. C. Ford, of Buiy St. 
Edmund's, for many of the originals of the Lead Series ; to the Bev.

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HE history of the kingdom of East 
Anglia, of which the County of 
Suffolk formed an important por- 
tion, is involved in greater ob- 
scurity than that of any other of 
the Saxon states, in consequence 
of the repeated invasions of the 
Danes. The most famous of the 
East Angh'an.monarchs, the saint- 
ed King and Martyr Eadmund, 
was slain by these marauders. 
His canonization took place shortly after his death, and his bones 
now rest in an ancient reliquary in the cathedral of St. Severin, at 
Toulouse. There are numerous coins of the East Anglian kings 
known, but as none of them bear the name of the place where they 
were struck, they cannot with certainty be assigned to the County 
of Suffolk. 

After the union of all the Saxon states under one monarchy, royal 
mints existed at different periods in three of the Suffolk towns, — 
Bury St. Edmund's, Ipswich, and Sudbury. 
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Some of the coins which bear the name of St. Eadmnnd on one 
side^ and in the centre a large K, — the distinguishing mark of the 
East Anglian kingdom, and probably the initial of the word An- 
glia, — ^may belong to this town ; on the Reverse occurs the name of 
a moneyer, with a large cross in the field. There is nothing on the 
coins to render it certain that they were struck here, but the fre- 
quent use of Latin names favours the opinion that they were of 
monastic origin; and the town being named after the saint, a re- 
petition of the name may have been thought unnecessary. The 
pennies of St. Peter, nearly of the same date, have Eboracum (York) 
on them, as the saint^s name gives no indication of the town where 
they were struck. The pennies of St. Martin have Lincoln on them, 
and are very rare. 

Prom the fact of these coins being found so frequently with those 
of Alfred, it is highly probable that most of them were struck 
during his reign (872-901). Amongst a hoard of nearly 7000 silver 
coins found at Cuerdale, in Lancashire, in May, 1840, which were 
fully described by Mr. Edward Hawkins, P.S.A., in the 'Numis- 
matic Chronicle,'^ there were nearly 2000 specimens of St. Eadmund. 
The most interesting were four pennies with the saint's name on one 
side, and Alfred's name on the other; one of them bore the following 
inscription : —

The existence of a mint at Bury St. Edmund's is first mentioned 
in the reign of Edward the Confessor, in a.d. 1065, at the close of 
his reign, when the royal and abbatial mints were established here.

The mint at Bury St. Edmund's is not mentioned in Domesday 
Book, although pennies of William I. are known to have been struck 
there. Amongst upwards of 6000 pennies, chiefly of William the 
Conqueror, found at Beaworth, in Hampshire, in June, 1833, and 
all of which, with the exception of about 100, are of the PAX type, 
it is singular that not on^ can be assigned with certainty to St. 
Edmund's Bury. There is some probability that those which bear 
SCIE as the place of mintage may have been struck there, though it 
is equally possible that those letters were intended for Shaftesbury. 

Pennies only were struck at this mint by any of the kings. 



WILLIAM 11. 1087-1100. 

The coins of this monarch difier so little from those of his father, 
that they cannot be distinguished with certainty. It has been usual 
to assign those bearing a mullet or mullets on the Obverse to Rufus. 
Of such, examples are known, reading SC . EA, which would cer- 
tainly belong to Bury St. Edmund's.

Henry I. also minted at this town. His coins bear, in addition

There 
is great difference of opinion amongst antiquaries as to the king to

by others to Henry III. An opinion is now gaining ground that the 
short-cross pennies were struck by Henry II., Bichard, John, and 
Henry III. There are however no English coins which bear the 
name of either Richard or John, although there is documentary evi- 
dence that coins were struck in England by both of them. It is well 
known that on their Continental money these kings used the name 
CAROLVS (Charlemagne), as a conventional type; and it is there- 
fore not unreasonable to sappose that their English coins may have 
borne the name HENRICVS: if so, the difficulty will be solved. 
In further corroboration of this opinion it may be mentioned, that in 
the ninth year of John (a.d. 1208) writs were issued to the money ers 
of all the mints in England, summoning them to appear at West- 
minster; amongst the towns enumerated is ''Lenn'' (Lynn), the only 
instance in which a mint in that town is mentioned. The only coins 
of Lynn are short-cross pennies, reading )>6NRICVS, having on 
each side of the king's face two curls, with a pellet in the centre, 
and the name of the town is spelt L6N.

It is only by a careful examination of a large number of the pennies 
of Edward I. and II., particularly those of the Durham mint, which 
present some peculiar marks, that antiquaries have been able to clas- 
sify the coins of those kings ; the number of the letters in the name 
is the only distinction, except in those of Durham. 

The coins of the first two Edwards are now the most common of 
the early English series, — a circumstance no doubt attributable to 
the troubles in the reign of Edward II., which induced people to bury 
their treasure, much of which has been recovered in later times. 

During this reign the mint at Bury St. Edmund^s was dis- 
continued. 



Ipswich was called in the Saxon times GYPESWIC, and the 
name is so spelt on coins of this mint. The first were struck under 
Eadgar.

This is one of the Beaworth find ; there are other varieties of the 
letters in the name of the town : one has SVBR, and another SVD ;

moneyer as the others, pvLFEic. 

The coins of William II., Henry I., and Stephen, reading SVD, 
may belong to this town, but more probably the letters are intended 
for SVD, in which case they would belong to Southwark. 

No coins of this mint are known later than Stephen's reign. 



Having thus traced the SuflFolk mints of the Saxon and Norman 
periods, — that of St. Edmund's Bury to Edward II.'s reign, that of 
Ipswich to Henry III.'s, and that of Sudbury to Stephen's, — I leave 
the Regal Series, trusting that fresh discoveries will, at future 
times, add further information concerning this most interesting 
series. 
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URING the reigns of the monarchs 
of the Houses of Lancaster and 
York, not a single type of coins 
especially minted in, or for, Suf- 
folk, occurs. After the close of 
the Royal Series of coins just 
described, the numismatic series 
which claims our attention in 
order of date, consists of a num- 
ber of leaden pieces, evidently 
copies of the groats and pennies 
of the Henries, probably of the 
time of Henry VII. They are most commonly found at Bury St. 
Edmund's, and most likely originated there. They are generally of 
good workmanship, and not much thicker than the silver coins of 
which they are imitations. On those figured in Plate II. Nos. 1 and 
2, the name of the town appears, and on No. 4 is a crown in each 
quarter, — evidently in allusion to the arms of Bury St. Edmund's. 

Great numbers of leaden pieces have been and still are found in 
the ruins of the abbey and old churches of Bury St. Edmund's ; 
but it is not easy to conjecture why so many pieces bearing the 
name of St. Nicholas should have been issued in a town which de- 
rived its name from its patron -saint, Eadmund the king and martyr. 
St. Nicholas was Bishop of Myra, in Asia Minor, in the reign of the 
Emperor Constantino the Great, and, after his canonization, was 
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invoked by sailors as their patron ; many of the parish churches of 
England which are near the seacoast^ are dedicated to him. He 
was also the patron saint of children; it is related of him^ that on one 
occasion^ when travelling in Asia Minor, he entered a hostelry, where 
it was miraculously revealed to him that the hostess had murdered 
three children^ and had placed their bodies in salt in a bucket. The 
holy prelate had the vessel containing the three children placed before 
him, and making the sign of the cross over them, he restored them 
to life. In sculptures and paintings, St. Nicholas is often represented 
performing this miracle. The festival of this saint is held on the 
6th of December, and during the middle ages it was celebrated in 
most of the cathedral and collegiate churches by the election and 
mimic installation of a Boy-Bishop, who held his office until the 
Innocents^ Day following (December 28). On the Continent, tokens 
both of brass and lead are found, on which occur the names of some 
of the Boy-Bishops, who, in the exercise of their mimic authority, 
issued coins in imitation of the Prince Bishops. 

The French mediaeval leaden pieces have been ably described and 
explained by M.BigoUot, in his book entitled, ^Monnaies des fivfiques, 
des Innocents, etc.^^ A beautifully illustrated series of volumes has 
been pubhshed by M. Forgeais on leaden pieces found in the Seine, 
entitled, ' Collections de Plombs histories trouv^s dans la Seine /' 
the third and fourth volumes of this series, entitled, ' Yari^tes Numis- 
matiques ' and ' Imageries Beligieuses,' contain numerous illustra- 
tions of the signs and medalets of St. Nicholas. Descriptions of 
the Jettons of St. Nicholas may be found in the able and excellent 
' Manuel de PAmateur de Jetons,' by M. De Fontenay.^ 

The purpose for which these leaden pieces were struck remains to 
be determined by future research. From the fact that Ihey are fre- 
quently found pierced with two or three small holes, they may have 
been sewn on the dress, and worn as pilgrims' badges ; or they may 
have been issued at the various ecclesiastical festivals and anniver- 
saries, which were popular during the middle ages, and which the 
priests of the numerous religious establishments throughout the king- 
dom exerted all their influence to induce the people to attend. One of 
these pieces may have been presented to every person who attended 
a festival, or paid his devotions at the shrine of a patron saint or 
martyr, — just as at a later period, after the Reformation, a leaden 
token was in some places presented as an evidence that a person 
had partaken of the Communion. My own opinion is, that thoy

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were issued by the Guild of St. Nicholas, in the town of Bury St. 
Edmund^ s, on the occasion of the yearly anniversary of the saint. 

Beyond the east gate of the town stood an extensive building, 
consisting of a hospital, with a chapel attached to it, both of which 
were dedicated to St. Nicholas. This institution is mentioned so 
early as 1223, and in 1281 the Precentor of the Abbey had the ap- 
pointment of the Chaplain and Brethren. Thomas, Abbot of Bury, 
1301 to 1312,gave to the Chaplains of St. Nicholas' Hospital, the Staff- 
acres, in the Manors of the Abbot and Convent. These, it would seem, 
were certain fees or payments due to the Abbot's crozier or staff. 

Within the town was a Guild of St. Nicholas, the meetings of 
which were held in a college of priests, called the College of Jesus, 
whose extensive grounds gave the name to the present College 
Street. The Guild worshipped in the church of St. Mary, at the 
altar of St. Nicholas; and various bequests to it, both of houses 
and money, are on record, among which are the following. John 
Baret, in his will, dated 1463, states that he was a brother '^ of the 
gild of the translation of St. Nicholas, otherwise called Dusgilde,'' 
and bequeaths to it xiij" iiij^. The will of John Coote, of Bury, dated 
1502, also contains a similar bequest: — "Item, I bequeth to Seynt 
Nicholas Gild, named Dusse Gild, holden in the colage, iij* iiij*.'' 

There was also a chapel dedicated to St. Nicholas within the Con- 
ventual Church of St. Edmund.

In the town was a Guild of St. Botolph, who worshipped in St. 
James's Church. John Hedge, of Bury, says, in his will, dated 
1604:— "I beqweth on to the gyld of Seyut Buttolph, vj» viy^." 
A chapel to St. Botolph, of which the ruins still remain, was situate 
in the South Gate Street, and, nearly adjoining, a small bridge over 
the river Linnet is called to this day St. Botolph's Bridge.

The scarcity of small money in the latter part of the fourteenth 
century was so great that the poor had recourse to clipping in halves 
and in quarters the regal penny. This scarcity at a later period 
induced various tradesmen to resort to stamping a less expensive 
metal than silver for their immediate use. 

As the commerce of the country increased^ we frequently meet with 
evidence of the want of small change. In the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth there are several instances of tradesmen striking lead tokens. 
One Nycholas Ball, of Chudleigh, in Devonshire, in his account-book 
for the year ending February 23, 1666, has the following entries : — 
" Item. Paid for ij pownde of led for tokens, and for making of 
the same to tokens, xxij^/' and, ''Paid for led and for tokens, 
for ij years paste xvj*.^' The City of Bristol had the privilege 
from Queen Elizabeth of issuing Corporate Tokens, of which some 
are in lead. I have in my collection one in that metal, as follows : — 

O. C . B . «= A ship, issuing from a castle.

This is square, and the initials are for '* Civitas Bristolie." 

A proclamation was made by the Mayor of Bristol in 1594 to call 
in all money that had been issued by private traders there at that 
period. From this time they gradually became more common, and 
were in circulation until the regal proclamation dated May 19th, 
1613, prohibited private tokens. Sir Robert Cotton places on record 
that ''in 1609 there were above 3000 [persons] who one with another 
cast yearly five pounds^ worth apiece of leaden tokens :'^^ this was 
in the City of London alone. I think, however. Sir Robert has 
overstated the quantity. Other towns issued these pieces, but as 
almost all are without the names of places on them, they cannot be 
arranged with certainty. Of this class of lead pieces, all of which 
were found in the town of Bury St. Edmund's and its immediate 
neighbourhood, and probably issued by the tradesmen there, the 
following are in the writer's collection : —

It has frequently 
liayipened, however, that the autho- 
rize d currency has been insufficient 
in quantity, or that the coins issued 
have not been of sufficiently small 
V!i1 lie for the requirements of trade. 
In such cases Tokens have been 
struck in large quantities by pri- 
vfito individuals; and although this 
course has been at all times illegal, 
it has usually been tolerated by the existing government, on account 
of its convenience to the public. 

The small money of England, from the earliest times till the reign 
of James I., was all of silver, even the farthings. The increasing 
population and trade of the country requiring a larger quantity of 
small change, as well as of a kind less likely to be lost than the very 
small silver pieces, James I., by his arbitrary will, granted a Patent 
to certain favourites for a pecuniary consideration, for striking far- 
things in copper. The Patent was in fall force during his reign, and 
on the accession of Charles I. was renewed. These patent farthings 
were issued in such unreasonable quantities, that tradespeople could 
no longer find use for them, and the patentees refusing to rechange 
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them, a great clamour arose against them, and in 1644 they were 
cried down by order of Parliament. After this date change again 
became scarce, and small traders issued their own Tokens. The 
earliest date found on these pieces is 1648; but as dates were then 
reckoned by the Old Style, it is probable that 1649 is the actual 
year of the earliest Tokens, immediately after the beheading of 
Charles I., when the Government of the country was too much 
occupied with more serious business to notice these unauthorized 
pieces. The Traders* Tokens had one advantage over the former 
patent farthings, that they were rechanged by the issuers. Their 
circulation was limited chiefly to their own immediate neighbourhood, 
as they were issued in almost every important town and village in 
the country. 

Throughout England and Wales, after the death of Charles I. and 
during the whole period of the Commonwealth, these Tokens, repre- 
senting pence, halfpence, and farthings, were almost the sole means of 
carrying on the smaller operations of trade ; and from the valuable 
work on this series of Tokens by W. Boyne, Esq., F.S.A., containing 
descriptions of nearly 10,000 varieties, with numerous plates, we 
learn that the poor for many years had little or no other currency 
for the purchase of the small articles they needed, and also that town 
payments were made with them. At this period they were struck 
by boroughs and corporations, as well as by bailiffs, town-reeves, and 
other local authorities. Those issued by the towns of Blandford, 
Bridlington, Midhurst, Oundle, Wimborne, and Great Yarmouth, 
bear on them, "For the use of the poore;" those of Andover, 
Chard, Dover, Kilkenny, Sherborne, and Weymouth, " For y*poor;** 
whilst Crowland, Minehead, and Spalding term them " the poores 
halfpeny*' or "farthing.'* Others, issued at Andover, Moreton 
Hampstead, Romsey, and Wellington, say " For the benefit of the 
poore ;** Andover, " Remember the poor ;" Limerick and Tamworth 
bear the motto, " Change and charitie /* and Lichfield assures us 
that— 

" To supply the poores need 
Is charitj indeed ;'* 

whilst the Suffolk Tokens in some instances say, " For the poores 
advantage '' and " For change, not fraud.'' 

Some of those issued by individuals engage that persons not ap- 
proving of them for currency can have them repaid on presentation 
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at the shop or place wliich put them in circulation. One John Hart, 
of Nottingham^ says on his Token — 

'< Take these that wil, 
I'le chaing them still." 

The principal edifices in various towns were frequently adopted as 
a device by the issuers, and on those of Suffolk we notice the castles 
of Bungay and Framlingham, the market-cross at St. Edmund's Bury, 
and the sheep-pen at Beccles. 

The armorial bearings of various families, with or without their 
crests, are also chosen as devices. In the following list are those of 
Crane, of Beccles; Baythorne, of Bury; Elliston, of Clare ; Ray, of Lax* 
field ; Skinner, of Sudbury; Knights, of Saxmundbam ; and others. 

Merchants' marks, curious trade devices, and other designs are also 
met with, as examples of which see Richard Prime, of Bury; Stephen 
Green, of Ipswich ; Samuel Fitch, of Rickinghall ; William Harvey, of 
Southtown. 

Inns and taverns were well represented by their various signs. 
In the following list are to be found those of the Ship, Lion, Sun, 
Angel, Rose, Crown, Waggon, Hare, Griffm, Pickerel, Woolpack, 
Star, Halfmoon, Eagle, Falcon, King's Head, Greyhound, Royal Oak, 
Seven Stars, Hart, Cock, Anchor, Three Tuns, Swan, St. George and 
the Dragon, and others, many of which are still the principal places of 
resort at the present day, and many have remained nearly unaltered 
in the towns for a period of more than two centuries. 

The trades of Suffolk, consisting then of weaving and the manu- 
facture of woollen cloth (introduced by the Flemings, who settled 
in this county in large numbers), serge, hempen cloth, and baize, 
gave employment to many of the population. These trades are 
shown by the tokens, as, in addition to a roll of cloth, a shuttle, and 
a bale of wool, we have the Arms of the Clothworkers, the Drapers, 
the Haberdashers, and the Merchant Tailors^ Companies. Others 
in trade give examples oftheirchiefimplements or occupation; thus, 
on a butcher's token, there is an axe; on a tallow-chandler's, a 
man dipping candles ; on a gardener's, a bunch of grapes ; on a cord- 
wainer's, a shoe ; on a vintner's, a barrel, on which is seated a boy ; 
on a baker's, his peel ; on a bootmaker's, a leg with high boots ; on a 
maltster's, a bushel measure ; on another baker's, three rolls of bread ; 
and so on. The armorial insignia of the various Companies of the 
Brewers, Bricklayers, Fishmongers, Bakers, Apothecaries, Skin- 
ners, Chandlers, Mercers, Ironmongers, Grocers, and others, also fre- 
quently appear. On a few there are punning devices on the issuers' 
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names ; as Crosse, of Clare, gives a cross pat^e ; Shipp, of Need- 
ham, a ship ; Rozer, of the same place, a rose ; whilst some show the 
justice of their dealings by a pair of scales equally balanced ; and one 
issuer, to impress the fact more fully, declares himself to be "honest** 
George Turner. One piece bears the singular inscription, " WE 3 
SISTERS/* 

Although the following list embraces only those Tokens which I 
have been able to obtain descriptions of, (and the greater number 
are in my own collection), many others may probably be added, of 
which I shall be glad to obtain information. The numbers already 
found show a fair proportion to those of other counties, being ex- 
ceeded only (with the exception of London and Southwark) by 
Kent and Yorkshire. The most numerous are the farthing and half- 
penny tokens, the pennies are few, — only three being at present 
known. The tokens of Suffolk are generally round ; but there are 
also square, heart-shaped, and octangular ones among them. 

The types selected for illustration have been chosen principally 
for their remarkable devices or coats-of-arms, care having been 
taken to illustrate those not to be found in the anastatic plates, of the 
late Mr. Fitch, and such as have been discovered since his decease. 

The number of tokens issued by the traders and corpomtions of 
the county of Suffolk here described are more than three hundred 
and fifty in number, which were issued in about seventy different 
towns and villages. The earliest date in the series is 1648, and the 
latest 1671. In 1672 the whole of the Tokens were "cried down** 
by proclamation of Charles II., and a new copper currency was issued 
by the Government, being the first strictly legal copper currency of 
England.

An engraving of a Token of " James "Wilson in Acton" is given in the 
'Anastatic Prints of Suffolk Tokens/ by the late Mr. Fitch, of Ipswich ; 
but Tokens of Acton are numerous, and the name of Acton is likewise 
found in several other counties. Wilson's Token cannot, therefore, be 
positively assigned to Acton in Suffolk, without a careful search of the 
parish registers.

The Arms of Pretyman are, gules, a lion rampant, between 
three mullets, or. I?hese arms, also, are to be seen in Brampton 
Church, Suffolk, a member of the family having intermarried 
with the Leman family of that place. 

There was a Qolden Lion Inn on the Market Hill, which was 
taken for a workhouse in 1734 from the Earl of Strafford, on 
lease, for twenty-one years.

William Cadge was a great benefactor to the town. In his 
will, dated January, 1668, he described himself as occupying the 
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Half Moon Inn, tlie chief inn in the town. He bequeathed an 
annual payinent of £25 from a farm called Bockards, in the 
parish of Bamardiston (otherwise Banson), in Suffolk, to the 
Vicar, Churchwardens, and chief inhabitants of Clare, for the fol- 
lowing uses : — £10 per annum to a schoolmaster for teaching ten 
poor boys of Clare ; £15 per annum for the clothing of eight 
poor widows with a blue gown, two shifts, and one pair of shoes 
each, every year, and to receive a twopenny loaf of bread every 
Sunday in the year^ This annuity in a few years was much in 
arrear, in consequence of which the Churchwardens, about the 
year 1736, seized the lands as security until the arrears were 
paid ; this was never done, and the parish has now full possession 
of the estate. The income arising from these lands having in- 
creased to about £84 a year, a new scheme for its administration 
was obtained from the Court of Chancery in 1856, and the trustees 
now expend the same on the Tovm School and Widows' Charity. 
"William Cadge died in April, 1668, aged 63. His inn, the 
Half Moon, yet remains in the High Street.

Ipswich, by the Bailiffs and Burgesses, or by the Churchwardens, 
in the Parish Church of St. Lawrence. The property of this 
charity has now increased so much in value that tnree hundred 
persons annually receive 3«. 6d, each from it. His son, John 
Burrough was one of the twenty-four Chief Constables named 
by the Charter of Charles II. in 1665. He was Portman in 1676 
and 1690, and in the latter year he presented various books to 
the public Ubrary. In the Charter of Charles II. of July, 1685, 
he is called gentleman, and appointed Bailiff, and to which office 
he was again chosen in 16SS. The inscription on his gravestone 
in St. Lawrence's Church states that he med July 26, 1695, aged 
sixty-eight. 

John Burrough, of St. Stephen's Parish, also gave £100 to be 
laid out in an estate, but the parish neglected to claim it within 
the time appointed (one year after his death), and it was lost.

Francis Bugg was bom at Mildenhall, of reputable parents, in 
1640. In his book, * The Pilgrim*8 Progress from Quakerism to 
Christianity/ he states that he was brought up in the profession 
of the Church of England, and that at the age of about seventeen, 
being then living at Lakenheath, an adjoining village, and having 
"itching ears *' to hear the Quakers who came there from Nor- 
wich, Thetford, and other places, in a few years he ** became a 
very zealous member," and " to silent meetings went." After 
living in their society many years and becoming dissatisfied with 
their false doctrines and writings, he wrote many letters, remon- 
strances, and works, in order to expose their views. At a Ge- 
neral Quakers' Meeting, held at Haddenham, in 1682, he was 
adjudged " to have greatly abused and misrepresented faithful 
mmisters of the Gospel and antient Friends," and thereupon was 
expelled. The Bishop of Norwich, in 1697, gave a certificate 
that '* thro' the hardness of the times, several losses, and the pub- 
lishing of useful books to convert the Quakers, he was reduced to 
great difficulties, and deserved the bounty of weQ-disposed per- 
sons as a sober, honest and industrious man ;" this gained him 
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many friends at the colleges of Cambridge and elsewhere. In 
1700 the second edition of the 'Progress' was published, to 
which his portrait, engraved by Van Hove, cet. 60, is prefixed, a 
previous one appearing in the quarto edition of 1698. In his 
work, * Quakers Set in their True Light,' quarto, 1698 (pp. 48), 
is a list of sixteen works, written by him to confirm his views. 
Afterwards eight or more others appeared ; but his last, entitled 
* Finishing Stroke, or GHeanings from Quakers' Books,' was pub- 
lished in 1712. His family continued Quakers, and his son, 
Francis Bugg, junior, was a member of their meetings at Mil- 
denhall in 1687.

EGAL Coins, of the value of a 
halfpenny and farthing, in copper, 
and also a few in pewter, supplied 
the place of the Tokens after their 
suppression in 1672. They were 
struck in sufficient quantities to 
meet the wants of the nation by 
Charles II., James 11., William 
and Mary, and William III. ; in the 
present reign, specimens were oc- 
casionally found in circulation. 
The farthings of Queen Anne, 
however, are very scarce, very few having been issued; and of 
her halfpence, only patterns for an intended currency are known. 

On the accession of George I. to the throne, a further large issue 
of copper money took place, his Government being naturally desi- 
rous that the nation should have abundance of small change for their 
wants. Another reason for this plentiful supply was doubtless that 
the people should have the coins of the new sovereign in preference 
to those of the previous ones ; for ifc must not be forgotten that the 
House of Hanover was long considered as " alien *^ to the country, 
their relationship to the House of Stuart being remote, and the first 
two kings being foreigners by birth and inclination. 

During the reigns of George II. and George III. the copper coins 
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were extensively forged^ and in sncli quantities that more tlian half 
the circulation was in base Birmingham imitations. A great number 
of these counterfeits, after they were decried in England, were 
shipped to America, where they were circulated as cents. M. W. 
Dickeson, in his ' American Numismatic Manual,' claims many of them 
as minted in Connecticut : some may have been, but certainly not 
one-tenth of those he names. They are all most contemptible in 
execution, and are vile imitations of the English mint halfpence. 

The counterfeits being refused circulation, another want of small 
change arose, which the Crovemment was not inclined to supply* 
This deficiency induced the Parys Mountain Company, who worked 
the Copper Mines at Ajnlwch, in the island of Anglesea, to issue a 
Penny Token in 1787, of one ounce weight, intrinsically of good 
value. These were the first specimens of pennies in England in 
copper. They also issued halfpence in 1788. More than three hun- 
dred tons were coined altogether, none of which were ever recalled 
by the Company, the increased value of copper during the wars ren-» 
dering them sufficiently valuable to be used as metal. 

Amongst the Tokens issued in Suffolk, the earliest date is 1793, 
at Sudbury, and the latest, 1797, at Ipswich. In the latter year the 
Government was induced to issue a new copper currency, of which 
five hundred tons were manufactured at the Soho Mint, near Bir-i 
mingham, when the Tokens were no longer taken as currency.^ The 
Suffolk Tokens described also include a number of '' mules,'* which 
were formed from dies belonging to two different pieces, aud also 
others with false edges and imitations. Private Tokens are also in* 
sorted, as well as silver proofs of a few of the copper pieces, which 
were not intended for circulation, but made by the proprietors for 
exchange with others ; these are of superior work. The great rage 
at the period for collecting Tokens made these pieces eagerly sought 
after. Miller's Bungay Token has sold for £2. 12«. 6d. 

The political feeling of the country at this time ran very high, 
being greatly increased by the intemperate zeal of a small but very 
clamorous class of persons, who warmly sympathized with the revolu- 
tionary party then in power in France. The County of Suffolk, 
however, appears to have been very " loyal,'' as may be seen by the

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inscriptions, " God save the King and Constitution/' " King, Lords, 
and Commons,*' "Loyalty and Prosperity," etc., on some of the 
Tokens. 

The edges of the Tokens of this series are frequently inscribed 
with indented legends, generally bearing the name of the issuer and 
the town in which he lived. Li some instances only the names of 
the towns in which the Token was intended to be circulated appear ; 
and many specimens, owing to the somewhat foolish practice of 
making " mules," will be found to have different towns on them, as 
here described.

Thomas Seckforde, E squ ire, was Master of Bequests and Sur- 
veyor of the Court of Wards in the reign of Elizabeth. His 
portrait may be seen in Vertue's print of the Court of Wards. 
He rehuilt the family hall at Great Bealings, near Woodbridge. 
By his encouragement and at his expense, Christopher Saxton 
surveyed and published a complete set of maps of the counties 
of England ana Wales in 1579, some of which he also engraved. 
The maps were dedicated to Queen Elizabeth, and are adorned 
with the Eoyal arms and those of Seckford. They were the 
result of nine years' actual survey, and the dates on them range 
from 1574 to 1579. The Suffolk map is dated 1575. Saxton 
was bom at Dunningley, in the parish of Batley, Yorkshire. 

Woodbridge Street and Secktord Street are now to be found 
in the parish of Clerkenwell, in London ; a large estate there 
having been bequeathed by Thomas Seckforde for the mainte- 
nance of the Woodbridge Almshouses, in the year 1587, being 
about six years after he quitted the profession of the law, and 
he then obtained Queen Elizabeth's letters patent for foimding 
and endowing the same. The parcels of ground in Clerkenwell 
were formerly called " Saint Marie Close," then " fields and 
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gardens," with " timber- walls and quicksett" boundaries; but 
the subsequent rapid increase of the yalue of the property has 
now raised the income about ten-fold. 

Seckforde died January, 1588, aged 72, without issue, and was 
buried at Woodbridge. 

For a full and complete account of this important charity of 
Suffolk, see Cromweirs * History of Clerkenwell,' 8vo, 1828, and 
Loder's History of these Alms Houses, pubHshed at Wood- 
bridge, 4to, 1792.

TJRING the earlier part of the pre- 
sent century. Tokens, to circulate 
as Coins, were occasionally used; 
there are also various miscella- 
neous pieces, such as Checks and 
Tickets, not intended for circula- 
tion as Coins, but used by Societies 
and Institutions. I have con- 
sidered it advisable to include all 
in this collection. They range in 
date down almost to the present 
time. 

I have briefly placed them into three Series : — 
First, the Silver Pieces. — These comprise the Tokens in Silver 
struck in the years 1811 and 1812, the only period when such 
pieces were issued by private individuals. The great scarcity of 
smaller Silver Coins was caused by the Government having neg- 
lected to strike any silver money from 1786 to 1816, in which latter 
year the great re-coinage of silver took place. The evil had been 
partially remedied by the permission which was granted to the Bank 
of England to issue pieces of the value of five shillings, three shil- 
lings, and eighteen pence. Even the latter was of too much value 
for minor currency ; and, as opportunity offered, private individuals 
issued their lesser pieces of one shilling each and of sixpence each, 
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as well as a few larger ones of double size and value, but all were 
prohibited and ''cried down'' by Act of Parliament in 1813. 

Second, the Copper Pieces. — These were issued in the year 1811, 
and continued to 1815. They appear to have been used more for 
accommodation than change ; and though the great bulk of this 
series were large and heavy pennies issued principally from Bir- 
mingham, they were otherwise very limited in number. Only two 
varieties in this series were issued in Suffolk, one of which has 
never before been noticed in print. 

Third, the Miscellaneous and Shop Tickets. — ^These, though 
comparatively worthless, yet form a part of, and supply a link to, 
the complete currency of the county, some having a monetary value 
attached to^ them, being again exchanged by the tradesman who is- 
sued them, and others as pass-checks, or as advertisements; but, 
being the same size and shape, I thought it desirable to bring them 
all into notice.
